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SECTION  I  >  OPERATIONS 

i  (C)  INTRODUCTION:  This  Operational  Report  -  lessors  learned  covers  the 
period  1  May  through  31  July  1969.  During  this  period  the  11th  Armored 
Cavalry  Regiment  continued  Operation  MONTANA  RAIDER  until  14  May  1969.  Bie 
Blackhorse  Regiment  operated  in  the  BLACKHORSE  TAOI  from  15  Mav  to  7  June 
1969.  During  the  period  8-21  June  1969,  the  Regiment  conducted  operations 
in  the  AN  LOC/QUAN  LOI  area.  The  11th  ACR  began  Operation  KNTUCp  COUGAR 
on  22  June  1969  and  was  continuing  this  operation  at  the  end  of  the  report¬ 
ing  period. 

The  Blackhorse  Regiment  conducted  operations  in  the  III  c0®s8  TACTICAL  ZONE 
with  this  Regiment (-)  under  the  operational  oontrol  of  H  FFORCEV,  1  at  Infantry 
Division,  and  the  1st  Cavalry  Division  (AM).  70 

conducted  operations  in  the  provinces  of  BINH  IONG,  B*NH  DUONG,  TA.  NINff, 
pHUOC  LONG,  GIA  DINH,  BIBN  HOA,  and  IflNO  KANH. 

Squadrons  were  OpCON  to  the  1st  Cavalry  Division  (AM),  II  FFORCEV,  1st 
Infantry  Division,  TF  DOYLE,  BIEN  HOA  Tsctical  Air  Gcaunand,  and  the  199th 
light  Infantry  Brigade  at  different  times  throughout  the  reporting  period. 

Troop  and  platoon  eita  units  conducted  operations  with  the  18th  Inr entry 
Division,  Capital  Military  Assistance  Coanond,  and  the  9th  and  52nd 
Infantry  Regiments  (AHVN). 

During  portions  of  the  reporting  period  the  following  elements  of  the  1st 
Infantry  Division  were  OPCON:  2-2nd  Infantry  (Mach),  1-2nd  CIid 

the  1-4th  Cavalry.  The  4th  Battalion,  12th  Infantry  of  the  199th  ^IB,  mas 
OPCON  to  the  Regiment  during  the  quarter.  During  this  seme P®1*0*. Jh0 
following  elements  of  the  let  Cavalry  Division  (AM)  Were  OPCON  to  tho 
Regiment:  2-7th  Ccyalry,  1-7th  Cavalry,  1-8th  Cavalry,  1-5th  Cavalry,  and 
the  5-7th  Cavalry.  Tho  following  Vietnamese  unite  were  DS  or  OPCO?  to  the 
Regiment  during  the  reporting  period:  413th  Regional  Force  Conpm"',  1  t 
Infantry  Division,  4th  Battalion  of  the  52nd  Infantry,  Reconnaieennce 
FOR  OT  UT  1 
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Company  of  the  9th  Infantry  Regiment,  4th  Battalion  of  the  9th  Infantry 
Regimjjit,  and  the  LOC  NINH  CSF. 

The  Regimental  Headquarters  has  been  at  QUAN  10 I,  LONG  GAIO,  and  then  back 
at  QUAN  LOT.  Operation  MONTANA  RAIDER,  conducted  in  Eastern  War  Zone  C, 
was  targeted  on  main  force  units  and  rear  service  elements  operating  in  the 
supply/infiltration  routes  from  CAMBCDIA  to  SOUTH  VIETNAM.  This  operation, 
involving  the  let  aAd  2nd  Squadrons,  lasted  for  32  days  and  resulted  in  247 
enemy  killed,  15  enemy  captured,  264  weapons  captursd,  and  42  tons  of  rics 
confiscated. 

On  15  May,  the  Regiment  and  elements  of  the  18th  Infontrv  Division  (AHVN) 
began  a  23  day  coordinated  operation  in  the  BLACKHORSE  TAOI.  The  Regiment 
operated  with  two  equadrons  (i/ll  ACR  and  2/11  ACR)  and  had  OPCON  4th 
Battalion,  12th  Infantry  of  the  199th  LIB,  Contacts  with  the  33rd  NVA 
Regiment  resulted  in  124  NVA/VC  KIA.  On  26  May,  the  2nd  Squadron  was 
ieployed  to  the  AN  LOC/QUAN  LOI  area  to  counter  activities  of  the  7th  NVA 
division  and  the  101D  Regiment  of  the  1st  NVA  Division.  The  Initial  deploy¬ 
ment  was  followed  by  Regimental  Hetdqunrtors  on  8  June,  and  by  3rd  Squadron 
on  10  June. 

Numerous  contacts  were  made  by  the  element e  of  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry 
Regiment  during  ths  period  of  27  May  to  30  Jure  resulting  in  335  enemy 
killed  r>nd  18  oaptured.  Sinco  these  initial  engagements,  there  has  boon 
little  enemy  Initiated  contact  except  for  Highway  13  ambushes,  ono  on 
9  July  and  the  other  on  17  July,  The  results  of  theee  ambuehes  wero  4  US 
KHA,  17  US  VIA,  30  NVA/VC  KIA,  and  2  NVA/VC  P0W‘e. 

2,  (C)  ORGANIZATION:  The  basic  structure  of  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry 
Regiment  remained  the  some  throughout  the  reporting  period  v  (Sec  Incl  I). 

3.  (C)  INTELLIGENCE  ACTIVITIES: 

a.  General:  During  the  reporting  period,  the  11th  ACR  operated  primarily 
in  Eastern  War  Zone  C,  VC  Sub-Region  5,  VC  BA  BIEN  Province,  and  BINH  LONG 
Province. 

b.  Order  of  Battle: 

(l)  General:  Sinco  1  May,  oneay  forcee  in  III  OTZ  have  initiated 
a  seriee  of  inteneive  action  periods:  the  Sumner  Offensive,  Utilising  their 
jungle  sonctuoriee  as  bases  of  operations,  all  main  force  divieions  havs 
concentrated  their  attention  on  the  peripheral  arses  of  IIICTZ.  During  the 
first  phase  of  the  eummor  of’'eneive.  (12  'lay  -  7  June),  XUAN  LOC  and  AN  IOC 
were  the  focal  points.  During  this  phaee,  the  5th  VC  Division  threw  its 
sapper  forcee  at  military  installations  in  XUAN  IOC  on  18  The  7th 
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Division  lade  a  feint  toward  AM  LOC;  the  a  NVA  Division  attacked  .:_.iiea 
installations  in  War  Zone  C.  The  9th  VC  ,'r-ision  was  concentrated  in  the 
TAY  NINH  area. 

The  second  phase  of  the  Summer  Offensive  began  on  the  evening  of  12  rune, 
when  the  275th  VC  Regiment  of  the  5th  VC  Division  attacked  Mid  sufferod 
heavy  casualties  at  LZ  JOY  near  the  LONG  KHANH/BINH  TUY  Provincial  boundary. 
The  7th  Division  attempted  to  seize  and  hold  AN  LOC,  but  wae  pnrtirlly 
pre-empted  by  elemente  of  the  2nd  and  3rd  Squadrons  of  the  11th  nCil  operating 
in  the  rubber  to  the  \reet  of  AN  LOC.  The  18B  and  950  NVA  Regiments  of  the 
1st  NVA  Division  continued  to  attack  fire  support  bases  in  War  Zone  C,  while 
the  1 0 1 D  Regiment  ambushed  convoys  along  QL  13  in  BINH  LONG  Province.  'JhB 
9th  VC  Division  focuesed  its  attention  in  the  TAY  NINH  area. 

The  third  phase  of  the  Sumer  Offensive,  according  to  captured  documents 
and  prisoners,  was  to  begin  on  5  July  and  laet  until  20  July,  This  phase 
never  materialized,  probably  because  of  the  heavy  losses  Buffered  by  the  enemy 
during  the  first  two  phasee.  As  the  quarter  ende,  enemy  elements  are  again 
located  in  secure  base  areas,  where  they  are  refitting  end  avoiding  contact. 

(2)  Eaetern  War  Zone  C:  The  preceeding  ouarter  saw  the  final 
evaluation  of  intelligence  gathered  during  Phase  II  of  Operation  MONTANA 
RAIDER.  Significant  intelligence  during  Phase  II  came  come  from  documents 
captured  on  27  April  originating  from  the  headquarters  of  the  96th  Artillery 
Regiment.  Included  in  these  documente  wer9  the  poeitions  used  to  rocket 
LAI  KHE  and  DAO  TIENG.  Other  documente  captured  throughout  the  area  of 
operations  provided  useful  intelligence  on  the  operation  end  mieeions  of  the 
of  the  82nd  Rear  Service  Group. 

In  Phaee  III,  which  began  on  7  May,  the  Regiment  directed  it*  attention 
to  the  weet  bank  of  the  SAIGON  River  in  the  vicinity  of  MINH  THANH,  Little 
contact  was  mode  during  the  first  several  days  and,  as  a  result,  the  Regiment 
was  given  the  mieeion  of  searching  the  enet  bank  of  the  SAIGON  River  which 
was  the  most  likely  cache  area.  Cta  11  May,  the  Regiment  moved  south  since 
the  northern  section  of  the  area  was  essentially  devoid  of  enmy.  The 
initial  contact  of  Phase  III  cams  on  11  Moy  when  the  Aero  Rifle  Ratoon, 
reinforced  by  G  Troop,  engaged  an  enemy  element  in  a  bunker  complex.  This 
engagement  resulted  in  8  NVA  captured  and  5  killed, 

A  and  B  Troops  also  mode  contact  with  an  entrenched  force  five  kilometers 
northeast  of  the  Michelin  do  11  May,  In  a  night  ambush  on  12  May,  G  Troop 
engaged  a  squad  sized  element  passing  thoir  position.  The  action  reeulted 
La  the  capture  of  the  Political  Se curl tv  Chief  of  VC  Sub-Region  1.  The  96th 
.Artillery  Regiment  and  the  82nd  Rear  Ser/ice  Group  wae  also  identified  bv 
prisoners  captured  during  MONTANA  RAIDER  Phase  III.

(3)  VC  Sub-Region  5:  During  the  reporting  period  Sub.  Jegion  5, 

enemy  activity  ccnsieted  of  scattered  mining  incidents,  ^adic  ( *Sf!La 
by  fire  and  small  ground  probes.  After  the  Regiment  moved  out  of  the  area, 
there  was  eveidence  that  the >enen$r  had  increased  hie  logistic  ac  * 

northern  LAM  SON  area.,  There  were  reports  that  rear  sw^oe  Md  polltijl 
personnel  aleo  began  moving  out  of  the  jungle  areas  near  the  w»rttern 

SON  to  the  population  centers.  Throughout  the  quarter  the  DO  ^  nt 

largely  avoided  contact  and  remained  in  baee  areas  northeast  of  LAI  KHL  with 
the  K3  Battalion  maintaining  a  presenoe  in  the  LA  .  SON  area. 

(4)  VC  BA  BIEN  Provinces  The  only  eignificant  enemy  initiated 
activity  in  VC  BA  BIEN  Province  occurred  on  18  May  when  sapper  unit*  of  the 
5th  VC  Division  launched  an  attack  against  XUAN  LOC  and  the  33rd  NVA 
attacked  two  villagee  west  of  the  Provincial  Capital.  The  attack  on  XU* 
wae  conducted  by  the  21 et  Sapper/Reconnaiesance  Batttalion  in  conjunct 10 
with  eapper  comjaniee  of  the95A  NVA  and  275th  VC  Regimente.  The  °ontact 
resulted  in  54enemy  killed  and  8  captured.  The  operations  of  the  11th  ACR 
east  of  Blackhoree  between  28  May  and  7  June  forced  elements  of  the  33rd  NVA 
Regiment  from  that  area,  significants  reducing  enemy prei secre  on: WWU 
During  June  awl  July,  the  5th  VC  Division  moved  back  into  War  Zone  D  and 
avoided  identifiable  contact. 

(5)  BINH  LONG  Province:  As  a  reeult  of  the  buildup  of  enemy  force® 
in  BINH  LONG  Province  near  the  end  of  May,  the  2nd  Squadron  was  dispatc  ed 
to  the  AN  LOC  area.  On  8  iune,  the  Regimental  Headquarters  set  up  at  QUAN 
LOI  ond  on  10  June,  the  3rd  Squadron  closed  on  the  AN  LOC  area.  Prior  to 
these  movee,  all  three  regiments  of  the  7th  NVA  Divieion  had  been  contacted 

to  the  eouth  and  eouthwest  of  AN  IOC.  v

On  6  June,  there  were  eeveral  attacks  by  fire  in  the  AN  IOC  area,  Strand 
attacks  supported  by  rocket  ond  mortar  fire  occurred  at  AN  IOC  *  ^buehee 
THUNDER  III  (XT771655).  The  10lD  NVA  Regiment  was  identified  in  three  arabue.  ee 
along  QL  13  in  the  southern  BINH  LONG  Province.  The  enenv  avoided  eignifi¬ 
cant  contact  from  7-16  June. 

Cb  17  June,  elements  of  the  165th  and  209th  NVA  Regiments  eet  up  in  lfce 
rubber  to  the  west  of  AN  LOC.  The  following  right,  . AN  ] WC  vra ^mbaided 
by  over  300  rounds  of  mixed  enemy  ordnance  ond  received  an  T0 

comDonv  ground  probe.  It  ie  apparent  that  the  enemy  intended  to  launch  a 
major  attack  against  AK  IOC  on  the  evening  of  17  -  I^  June.  However,  c- 
of  the  large  percentage  of  new  recruits  in  the  7th  KVa  DJvi®J°n»  f  * 

elements  probably  became  lost  or  discourager  on  the  way  to  the  objective. 

In  addition,  frequent  armored  reconnaissance  operations  and  interdicting 
artillery  fires  partially  pre-empted  the  7th  NVA  Division  s  actions. 

There  were  three  significant  friendly  initiated  contacts  on  18  June .  jt 
XT704S54  X  Troop  Killed  31  NVA,  captured  1  PCM,  and  received  a  HOI  u..»Nn. 
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The  POW  identified  his  unit  as  C20f  209th  NVA  Regiment,  while  the  HOI  CHANH 
was  identified  as  a  member  of  the  K5  Battalion,  165th  NVA  Regiment.  At 
XT769759  E  Troop,  while  escorting  a  convoy,  killed  7  enemy  and  captured  2 
PCW's,  The  prisoners  were  from  the  K9  Battalion,  101D  NVA  Regiment.  The 
final  contact  of  the  day  occurred  at  XT695927  when  I  Troop  engaged  an  unknown 
size  enemy  force;  the  contact  netted  6  enemy  killed. 

The  209th  NVA  Regiment  was  identified  during  a  contact  on  19  June  with  A/2-?nd 
Infantry  (Meeh)  at  XT699918,  in  the  rubber  northwest  of  AN  LX.  This  contact 
resulted  in  one  enemy  killed;  documents  found  on  the  body  identified  the 
209th  NVA  Regiment,  7th  NVA  Division.  In  a  series  of  contacts  on  20  and  21 
June,  the  X2  Battalion,  141st  Regiment,  was  identified  east  of  AN  LOC.  On 
22  June,  elements  of  the  3rd  Brigade,  1st  ACD,  moved  into  LZ  WESTCOTT 
target ted  against  the  141st  NVA  Regiment.  Sporadic  attacks  by  fire  and  small 
scale  ground  contacts  continued  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  month  of  June. 

Two  significant  Incidents  occurred  during  July.  Ch  9  July,  a  2nd  Scuadron 
and  919th  Engineer  convoy  was  ambushed  by  elements  of  the  165th  and  209th 
NVA  Regiments  on  QL  13,  north  of  AN  LOC.  Prisoners  and  documents  found  after 
this  contact  identified  the  K5  Battalion  of  the  165th  NVA  Regiment  and  the 
KB  Battalion  of  the  209th  NVA  Regiment.  Again,  on  17  July,  a  M  Company  convoy 
moving  north  on  QL  13  was  ambushed  south  of  AN  LOC  in  the  vicinity  of  ISB 
THUNDER  III  by  el«ente  of  the  K7  Battalion,  101D,  1st  NVA  Division.  As  the 
quarter  ended,  the  7th  NVA  Division  was  again  located  in  secure  areas 
recuperating  and  resupplying. 

c.  Major  Engagements: 

(1)  Oh  11  Ifay  at  XT626532,  the  Aero  Rifle  Flat6on  made  oontact  with 
an  unknown  enemy  force.  C  Troop  and  B/5-7th  Cavalry  reinforced.  The  contact 
resulted  in  8  NVA  captured.  Six  of  the  prisoners  were  from  the  K34  Battalion, 
96th  Artillery  Regiment,  while  the  other  two  were  members  of  the  82nd  Rear 
Service  Group. 

(2)  F  Troop  engaged  on  enemy  element  on  11  May  at  XS401 993.  The 
engagement  resulted  in  18  NVA  KIA  and  1  PW  captured.  The  prisoner  was 
identified  as  a  member  of  tho  33rd  NVA  Regiment. 

(3)  Ch  20  May  at  IT783303,  an  aircraft  from  Headquarters  Troop 
spotted  10  VC  and  received  small  arms  fire.  Elements  of  D  Company  and 
A/1 -26th  Infantry  were  deployed  into  the  area  with  support  by  artillery 
and  EFT.  Subsequent  actions  in  the  area  netted  5  VC  KIA  and  1  A1U/7  rifle 
captured. 

(4)  Ch  24  May  at  TI325030,  A  Troop  encountered  G-18AA  Corap-ny, 

33rd  NVA  Regiment,  in  a  bunker  complex.  The  ensuing  four  hour  battle 
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resulted  in  15  enemy  KIA,  1  US  KIA,  and  13  US  WIA.  Captured  during  the 
engagement  were  two  12.7mm  machine  guns,  two  82nm  mortar  tubes,  nnd  one 
RPG-2  launcher, 

(5)  D/4-1 2th  (199th  LIB  OPCON  11th  ACR)  was  ambushed  by  an  unknown 
enemy  force  at  Y3324980  on  28  May.  D  Company  returned  fire  end  wa3  supported 
by  artillory  nnd  LFT.  The  contact  resulted  in  9  NVA  KIA,  1  AK-4?  and  1  RPG-2 
launcher  captured.  There  were  no  friendly  casualtiee, 

(6)  (h  23  May  at  YT560013,  A  Troop  received  RPG  and  SA  firo  from 
an  unknown  force.  Fire  was  returned  and  D  Company  reinforced.  The  contact 
concluded  with  18  NVA  KIA  and  2  AK-47 1  captured.  American  loesos  were  1 
killed  and  3  woundad,  Documents  taken  after  tho  contact  from  the  bodie3 
ldontifled  the  33rd  NvA  Regiment. 

(7)  Oh  29  May  at  IS  569988,  A  Troop  received  RPG  and  small  rims 

fire  from  an  unknown  slsed  enemy  force.  Fire  was  returned  and  again  D  Company 
reinforced.  Tho  contact  concludod  with  20  NVA  KIA,  1  NVA  KBA,  1  NVA  POW,  and 
13  US  WIA,  The  enemy  unit  was  identified  as  the  Cl  1  Company  of  the  D9 
Battalion,  33rd  NVA  Regiment. 

(8)  Ch  3  June  at  XT67581 3,  H  Company  came  into  contact  with  an 
estimated  two  enemy  companies.  The  engagement  resulted  in  20  NVA  KIA, 

1  NVA  KBA,  and  10  PCW’s  captured.  The  prieoners  were  from  the  K8  end  K9 
Bhttclione,  101D  Regiment. 

(9)  Ch  7  June  at  XT70882  5,  G  T'oop,  while  on  a  reconn  ■'iesance 
mission,  received  SA  and  RPG  fire  from  an  enemy  force  in  the  rubber.  Fire 
was  returned  and  support  provided  by  LFT,  Tac  Air,  and  artillery.  G  Troop 
was  reinforced  by  C/2-2nd  Infantry  nnd  F  Troop.  The  eix  hour  contact 
resulted  in  95  NVA  KIA,  3  US  KIA  and  15  US  wounded.  Elements  of  tho  165th 
NVA  Regiment  were  identified  in  this  action. 

(10)  Ch  9  June,  L  Troop  was  engaged  by  on  enemy  elemont  r.t  XT700907. 
Fire  was  returned  and  LFT  supported.  Docinenta  taken  from  12  enemy  killed 
identified  the  K9  Battalion,  209th  NVA  Regiment.  Frienly  losses  were  2  US 
KIA,  2  CIDG  KIA,  and  5  CIDG  VIA. 

(11)  On  9  June,  B  and  C/2-2nd  Infantry  (OPCON  11th  ACR)  ini ti*' tod 
contact  with  an  unknown  sited  enemy  force  at  XT819673.  E  Troop  end  H  Ccmp-ny 
♦einforced  in  the  contact  which  cost  the  enemv  35  killed.  US  losses  wore 

1  US  KIA  and  2  US  VIA. 

(12)  Oh  16  June  at  FSB  SIDEWDIDIR  (XT743820),  2nd  Squadron  engaged 
approximately  20  NVA/VC  and  were  supported  by  artillery.  Spooky,  and  LFT. 

This  contact  resulted  in  7  NVA  KIA,  2  US  WIA,  and  2  AK-4.7*e. 
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(13)  On  17  June  ay  XT704854,  K  troop,  while  conducting  a  recon¬ 
naissance  mission,  spotted  and  engaged  on  unknown  sized  enemy  force.  Tac 
Air  and  LFT  supported,  and  H  Company  and  the  Aero  Rifle  Platoon  reinforced. 

The  three  and  one  half  hour  contact  resulted  in  31  NVA  KIA,  1  US  KIA,  1  CIDG 
KIA,  and  1  CIDG  WIA.  A  HOI  CHANH,  who  rallied  to  K  Troop,  identified  his 
unit  as  the  Reconnaissance  Section  of  the  K5  Battalion,  165th  NVA  Regiment, 

(14)  At  XT769759  on  18  June,  E  Troop,  while  escorting  a  corvoy, 
received  SA  fire  from  an  unknown  number  of  NVA?VC.  E  Troop  engaged  the  enemy 
with  organic  weapons  and  swept  the  area.  The  action  ro suited  In  7  NVA/VC 
KIA,  2  NVA/VC  CIA,  and  1  US  KIA.  The  POW's  Identified  their  unit  as  the 

CIO  Company  of  the  K9  Battalion,  101D  NVA  Regiment, 

(15)  C  Troop  (OPCON  1st  Infcntrv  Division)  at  XT848464  on  19  June, 
mado  contact  with  an  unknown  sized  enemy  force.-  Enemy  losses  were  11  NVA 
KIA  and  6  NVA  captured.  There  were  no  friendly  losses.  The  POW's  were 
Identified  as  members  of  the  215  Artillery  Company,  Sub-Region  5}  C3  Company, 

K2  Battalion,  DONG  NAI  Regiment f  Cl 8  Anti-Aircraft  Company,  DONG  NAI  Regiment; 
and  D241  Infiltration  Group. 

(16)  On  18  June  at  XT687868,  the  3rd  Squadron  engaged  an  unknovn 
sized  enemy  force.  Artillery,  LFT,  and  Spooky  supported.  The  contact  resulted 
in  24  WA  KIA. 

(17)  Ch  20  June  at  XT767757,  a  oonvoy  received  82m  mortar  fire. 

E  and  G  Troops  reinforced  and  made  contact  with  the  unknown  enemy  force. 

Support  was  received  from  ARA,  UT,  Artillery,  and  Tac  Air.  Results  of  the 
contaot  were  1  US  KIA,  5  US  WIA,  and  14  NVA  KIA. 

(18)  At  XT735935  on  9  July,  a  convoy,  composed  of  elements  of 
elements  of  the  2nd  Squadron  and  919th  Bhgineer  Company  moving  south  along 
QL  13,  were  ambushed  by  an  estimated  force  of  two  NVA  Battalions.  Terns  H 
of  the  2nd  Squadron,  consisting  of  1  ACAV  platoon  and  1  tank  platoon,  rein¬ 
forced  tvhile  the  Aero  Rifle  Platoon,  artillery,  Too  Air,  ARA,  and  LFT  supported. 
This  contact  resulted  in  4  US  KIA,  15  US  WIA,  23  NVA  KIA,  and  1  NVA  captured. 
The  POW  identified  his  unit  as  the  C5  Company  of  the  K5  Battalion,  165th  NVA 
Regiment. 


(19)  Ch  17  July,  a  convoy  from  M  Company  was  ambushed  b-'. elements 
of  tho  7th  NVA  Division  as  it  moved  north  along  Highway  1?.  Artillery, 

Tac  Air,  LFT,  and  HFT  supported,  while  K  and  I  Troops  and  the  Aiwa  Rifle 
Platoon  reinforced.  The  results  of  this  engagement  were  9  US  WIA,  1  ABVN 
WIA,  1  civilian  Killed  and  POW  WIA.  The  POW  stated  that  he  was  from  the 
K7  Battalion  of  the  101D  Regiment,  let  NVA  Division. 
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d.  Intelligence  Sourcos:  In  the  course  of  the  quarter's  operations,  the 
Blackhorse  Regiment  has  employed  the  following  intelligence  sources.  umrn 
sources,  captured  enomy  documents,  visual  reconnaissance  and  aerie 
photography. 

(1)  Hunan  Sources:  Human  sources  consist  of  prisoners  of  war, 
ralliers,  and  agents.  Prisonors  and  ralliers  are  used  most  frequently,  often 
on  a  daily  basis.  Information  concerning  enemy  unit  locations,  capabilities, 
and  possible  courses  of  action  vas  derived  from  extensive  interrogation  of 
these  individuals  by  highly  trained  intelligence  personnel.  Ix  the  informa¬ 
tion  proved  reliable  and  of  immediate  tactical  significance,  the  PUw  or 
rallier  was  returned  to  the  field  where  he  was  able  to  locate  enemy  positions 
or  caches.  As  in  the  past,  information  provided  by  prisoners  was  exchanged 
between  the  11th  ACR  and  other  Uf  uid  ARVN  units  adjacent  to  our  area  of 
operations.  Agents,  even  though  providing  daily  reports,  were  of  1-ttle 
value  in  our  intelligence  collection  effort. 

(2)  Captured  Enemy  Documents:  Captured  enenr'  documents  have  been 
of  primary  value  in  establishing  enemy  unit  identifications.  These  documents 
were  also  useful  in  compiling  blacklists  and  gaining  information  relating 

to  enemy  morale  and  intentions. 

(3)  Visual  Reconnaissance:  Visual  reconnaissance  missions  are  flown 
by  Mr  Cavalry  Troop  on  a  daily  basis  and  provide  ue  with  the  bulk  of  our 
immediate  tactical  intelligence.  Trail  activity,  bc.ee  ermps,  bunker  com¬ 
plexes,  and  fighting  positions  are  the  most  com  on  sightings.  Visual  Recon¬ 
naissance  provides  the  targeting  and  planning  data  for  B-52  strikes,  armored 
operations.  Aero  Rifle  Platoon  insertions,  artillery  end  Toe  Mr  strikes. 

(4)  Technical  Detectors:  Technical  detectore  include  SLAR,  Red 
Haze.  Personnel  Detector  (Sniffer),  ground  sensors,  end  ground  radar.  SLAR, 
Sniffer,  and  Red  Hazo  have  been  of  little  use  in  Regimental  operations. 

Ground  sensors  were  used  in  .1  limited  fashion  during  the  quarter,  md  cn 
assessment  of  their  value  is  not  possible.  However,  grond  radar  has  proven 
useful  in  a  perimeter  defensive  role.

4,  (C)  COMBLVT  OPERATIONS  AND  TRAINING: 

a.  Analysis  and  Evaluation: 

(1)  The  11th  ACR  has  put  heavy  preh*u»  on  the  OTA/VC  main  forces 
elements.  The  Regiment  has  conducted  reconnaissance  into  areas  in  which 

the  eneny  has  operated  with  relative  freedom  in  the  past,  Ti  '  reconnaissance 
missions  have  uncovered  base  camps  and  numerous  caches  of  foi. ammunition, 
and  weapons.  Night  ambush  patrols  have  restricted  the  movement  of  both 
personnel  and  supplies.  High  casualties  were  inflicted  on  the  NVA/VC 
mein  forces. 

(2)  After  suffering  high  casualties  with  the  Cavaliy  Troopers  on 
initial  encounters,  the  NVA/VC  avoided  major  contact  except  to  defend 
important  base  camps  and  to  ambush  convoys.  In  both  instances,  the  enemy 
has  paid  a  heavy  price  in  personnel  and  propaganda. 

b.  Area  of  Operations:  Operations  tMs  quarter  were  conducted  within 
III  CTZ  and  covered  seven  provinces:  BINH  LONG,  BINH  DUONG,  TAY  NHIH,  PHUOC 
LONG,  GIA  DINH,  BIEN  HOA,  and  LONG  KHANH. 

c.  Cfc*rafcLor»J  Soe  INCLOSURE  III  -  OPCON  Status. 

d.  Training: 

(l )  Replacement  training  was  accomplished  throughout  the  quarter 
to  prepare  replacements  to  assume  their  duties  as  Cavalry  Troopers, 
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Monthly  attendance  during  the  reporting  period  was  as  follows:

(2)  Special  Training: 

(a)  M-l6  Maintenance:  Ten  unit  armorers  from  the  Regiment 
attended  a  two  hour  das3  taught  by  the  USARV  M-16  Training  Team. 

(b)  Generator  Maintenance:  A  four  day  generator  maintenance 
course  was  conducted  by  the  185th  Maintenance  Battalion*  four  individuals 
from  the  Regiment  attended  the  course. 

(c)  Sniper  Training:  Six  personnel  from  the  Regiment  attended 
the  1st  Cavalry  Division  (AM)  Sniper  School  at  BIEN  HOA.

(a)  Aviation  Platoon,  HHT/llth  ACR: 


1  Organization:  The  Aviation  Platoon  consists  of  a 
commend  and  control  section  with  two  CH-6A  and  two  UU1H  aircraft,  end  a 
transport  section  with  six  UH-lH  aircraft. 


2  Ehployment:  The  Aviation  Platoon  operates  from  a 
location  near  the  Regimental  Command  Post  ond  perfomc  command  c^d  control, 
liaisan,  resupply,  courier,  ond  limited  troop  transport  for  the  Regimental 
Headquarters  and  subordinate  organic  and  OrCON  units  of  t'e  Regiment. 


(b)  Squadron  Aviation  Sections: 

1  Organization:  Each  of  the  three  squadrons  has  on 
organic  aviation  section  consisting  of  two  CH-6a  and  two  UK-1D  UK-1 
aircraft. 


2  Ehployment:  The  aviation  soction  operates  from  a 
location  near  tho  Squadron  Command  Post  and  performs  command  and  control, 
liaison,  observation  and  reconaisoance,  limited  troop  transport,  resurn  y, 
and  emergency  medical  evacuation  for  the  squadron. 
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(c)  Air  Cavalrr  Troop: 

2  Organisation:  The  Troop  consists  of  ?.  Troop  Head¬ 
quarters  with  two  UH-1C  aircraft,  an  Aero  Scout  Platoon  vith  nine  OH- S’, 
aircraft,  an  Aero  Rifle  Platoon  with  six  UH-1H  aircraft,  and  an  Aero 
Weapons  Platoon  with  nine  AH-1G  aircraft, 

2  Unployment:  The  Troop  operates  from  a.  forward  hose 
area  near  the  .lef imental  Area  of  Operation  end  performs  combat  operations 
in  an  assigned  AO,  or  near  the  Regimental  AO  in  support  of  subordinate 
organic  or  OPCOi-T  units  of  the  Regiment. 


When  operating  in  an  assigned  AO,  the  Troop  uses  the  Pile-on  concept.  First, 
the  Aero  Scouts  perform  visual  reconnaissance.  Whan  a  target  is  located 
and  developed,  the  Aero  Weapons  and  Aero  Rifle  Platoon  elements  are  employed. 
A  ready  reaction  forco  (RRFJ  is  available  for  immediate  commitment.  Exper¬ 
ience  has  shown  that  during  the  dry  season  a  tank  unit  provides  the  most 
effective  reaction  force;  whereas,  during  the  rainy  season  inf antr <■  troops 
are  most  effective  due  t<>  trnfficability,  During  the  File-on,  direction 
and  control  are  transferred  to  Regimental  control  until  necessary  forces 
are  built  up  to  accomplish  the  mission. 

When  the  Air  cavalry  Troop  supports  a  squadron  or  OPCOiC  unit,  it  is  generally 
given  a  mission-type  order,  A  mission-type  older  allows  the  Troop  Commander 
flexibility  in  tailoring  his  unit  to  accomplish  the  mission,  ‘lissions 
involving  the  Air  Cavalry  Troop  in  the  AO  arm  closely  coordinated  between 
the  S-2,  S-3,  and  Troop  Commander. 

The  Troop  is  the  primary  intelligence  gathering  element  of  the  Regiment, 
employing  aerial  research  reconnaissance,  ground  reconnaissance,  bomb 
damage  assessments,  sensor  (Sniffer)  missions,  night  observation,  and  fire¬ 
fly  missions.  Saployment  of  the  Troop  is  based  on  intelligence  or  enemy 
contact.  It  can  be  employed  to  fight  and  destroy  enemy  forces  as  well  as 
to  develop  the  situation  or  gather  intelligence  information. 

(2)  Training:  Command  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  orient? tion 
checkeuts,  in-country  orientations  for  newly  assigned  aviators,  and  quarterly 
proficiency  checks.  An  intensive  transition  program  to  cross-train  aviators 
on  the  OH-6,,  is  still  in  effect.  This  program  allows  greater  flexibility 
in  assigning  aviators  within  the  Aero  Scout  Platoon  of  the  Air  Cavalry  Troop, 

On  the  job  training  was  conducted  by  the  398th  Transportation  Detachment 
to  qualify  crewchiefs  and  improve  "the  efficiency  of  mechanics.  Personnel 
were  sent  to  formal  courses  in  various  maintenance  fields  as  quotes  became 
available. 
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(3)  Constructions  Construction  of  the  nrlnten^nce  hanger  at 
blr.ckhorse  was  completed  during  the  quarter.  Tho  hanger  provides  eigut 
maintenance  bays  and  allied  shops  plus  a  large  PSP  area  for  parking.  Air¬ 
craft  availability  has  risen  due  to  the  capability  of  24  hour  a  day 
maintenance. 

(4)  Maintenance :  During  the  reporting  period  the  regiment?! 

Aviation  assets  were  away  from  base camp  a  majority  of  tho  time.  lines  of 
communication  of  over  100  miles  and  field  type  maintenance  facilities 
affected  aircraft  availability. 

While  the  Regiment  was  in  Blackhorse  Ease  Camp,  the  JH-1G  cobras  developed 
considerable  unscheduled  maintenance,  Upon  closing  at  Elr.ckhorse,  three 
cobras  required  main  rotor  head  changes |  one  transmission  froze  as  did  one 
input  quill.  The  UH1  aircraft  were  still  in  good  condition. 

IJhen  the  Regiment  moved  to  QU,\H  LOI,  the  aircraft  availability  was  beginning 
to  rise.  Preparations  for  this  move  included  the  use  of  a  greatly  forward 
support  maintenance  element  and  a  daily  parts  run  by  the  392th  TC  Caipny. 
Ihis  is  a  change  from  the  previous  trip  where  limited  maintenance  person¬ 
nel  were  available  and  where  irregular  ports  runs  were  made. 

On  the  return  to  QU/U  LOI  the  AH-1G  cobras  were  still  a  problem.  With 
assistance  from  the  520th  Transportation  Battalion  two  br.ttle-donrged  cobras 
were  turned  in.  Replacement  cobras  were  received  in  Jure.  In  addition, 
the  539th  TC  Company  provided  night  armament  maintenance  which  raised  the 
cobra  availability  to  the  extent  needed. 

b.  Chemical: 

(1)  General:  The  33rd  Chemical  Detachment,  court sting  of  two 
officers  and  four  E.;,s,  provided  personnel  detection,  hi  aiocs,  defoli-tion 
and  chemical  staff  support  to  the  Regiment  during  tie  reporting  period.  On 
15  July,  the  detachment  received  a  second  XM3  Personnel  Detector  which 
serves  as  a  back-up  for  the  one  received  during  the  1-.  st  ouarter. 

(2)  Personnel  Detection:  Slghty-two  Sniffer  missions,  using  the 
XI 0  Personnel  Detector,  were  flown  in  support  of  the  11  th  Jrmored  Cc  'r.lr'' 
Regiment  operations.  Upon  completion  of  a  mission,  the  pilots  were  debriefed 
by  the  Sniffer  Team  OIC  and  NCOIC.  Verified  hot  spots  were  evaluated 
immediately  and  the  results  forwarded  to  Regimental  S-?  for  annrl rsis  end 
target  planning. 

(3)  CS  Drops:  The  Regiment  continued  its  utilization  of  C$ 
munitions  in  a  redonnaissence  by  fire  role.  Seven  CS  drops  wer®  medo 
during  the  quarter  on  verified  or  suspected  enemy  troop,  concentrations. 

A  total  of  125  E-158  CS  Clusters  were  used. 
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(4I  Defoliation:  Wo  airborne  defoliation  missions  were  flown  during 
the  quarter.  However,  several  small  scale  defoliation  projects  were  con¬ 
ducted  .at  Blackhorse  Base  Camp.  Those  areas  defoliated  were:  541st  'I 
Detachment  area,  ammunitions  dump,  and  a  portion  of  the  perimeter. 

(5)  Problem  Areas: 

(a)  E-158  CS  Clusters  became  an  ASR  item  during  the  reporting 
period  because  of  a  theater-wide  shortage.  Three  CS  drops  were  not  conducted 
because  no  CS  Clusters  were  available. 

(b)  Problems  were  encountered  during  the  burning  of  vegeta¬ 
tion  around  the  perimeter.  Vegetation  vnv?  wet  during  the  earlv  morning 
hours  and  the  project  could  not  begin  until  the  afternoon.  Vast  quantities 
of  diesel  fuel  were  required  on  an  are;  before  burning  was  accomplished. 

c.  Signal : 

(1 )  Combat  operations  during  the  reporting  period  required  more 
flexible  communications  thsn  in  previous  periods.  Plans  for  the  necessary 
communications  between  Regimental  Headquarters  and  the  1st  Cavalry  Division 
(All)  were  implemented  with  no  difficulty.  Existing  VHF/UHF  facilities  ?t 
DAU  TIENG  and  QUAN  LOI  were  used  by  the  1st  Cavalry  Division  (Ah)  to  ful¬ 
fill  our  TP  multi-channel  requirements.  In  addition,  the  DSO  supplied  the 
Regimental  CP  with  an  AN/VSC-2  SSB  RATT  censbilitv  vnon  call. 

(2)  An  AE-577  mast  with  multiple  292  head  was  erected  in  the  RTOC 
area.  The  added  height  of  thie  mast  provided  more  reliable  coa  -unicationc. 
Because  of  the  dense!"-  wooded  and  jungled  are^s,  an  P.’  retransmission  site 
was  established  at  NUI  BA  DEN.  The  1st  Infantry  Division  (DSO)  made 
available  this  resource  at  our  request. 

(3)  HF  radio  (RTT)  wae  established  between  the  forward  and  rear 
areas.  This  gave  the  Regiment  added  concenter  cspabilit"  since  a  AGC-17 
was  co-loceted  with  the  HF  terminal  at  BISK  HQA.  The  MGC-17  was  supported 
by  the  53rd  Signal  Battalion,  II  FF0RCE7,  to  give  us  flexible  theater  con¬ 
center  support.  Upon  displacement  to  QUAN  LOI,  the  3rd  Brigade  of  the 
1st  Cavalry  Division  (AM)  made  available  utilization  of  tower  AB  566/1/ 
for  mounting  RTOC  antennas j  therefore,  optima*  JM  communications  were 
effected.  Operations  this  quarter  necessitated  the  deployment  of  small 
liaison  groups  to  the  Province  Tactical  Headquarters  and  OFCO'T  units. 
Existing  P4  radios  had  to  be  relocated  from  the  HHT  to  fill  the  communica¬ 
tions  requirement  (approximately  three  594' s). 

(4)  An  SB-86  was  employed  to  stisfy  wire  operations.  Internal 
common  user  and  sola  user  circuits  were  established  per  I'W  11th  ACR 
tactical  SOP.  VHF/UHF  multi-channel  requirements  along  with  hot  lines 
were  requested  from  II  FFORCEV  Signal  Center  and  coordinated  with  the 
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hi^ier  division  DSO  office.  In  addition,  all  trunks  end  necessary  common 
user  circuits  were  maintained  at  the  BIEN  HOA  (rear)  switchboard. 

d.  Artilleiy 

(1)  During  the  period  1  May  -  31  July  1969,  artillerv  provided 
direct  and  general  support  for  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment  end  its 
OPCON  units,  from  1-14  '"Jay,  the  organic  Howitzer  Batteries  for  the  1st 
and  2nd  Squadrons  provided  continuous  direct  support  to  their  respective 
squadrons  during  Operation  MONTANA  RAIDER,  Phase  II.  A/l-21st  Artillery 
provided  direct  for  the  5/7th  Cavalry.  Fire  Control  was  handled  by 
HQ/8-6 th  Artillery. 

Operation  TOAN  THANG,  Phase  III,  in  and  around  the  BLACXH0PS3  TAOR,  h<:d 
1st  and  2nd  Squadron  Howitzer  Br.tteries  again  provide  direct  support  to 
their  respective  squadrons.  C/2-40th  Artillery  provided  direct  support  to 
the  4-1 2th  Infantry  which  was  OPCON  to  the  11th  ACR.  The  operation  lasted 
from  15  Hay  to  11  June  with  Fire  Control,  under  HQ/7-9th  Artillery. 

On  23  June,  Fire  Control  passed  to  HQ/4-27th  Artillery.  2nd  and  3rd 
Squadron  Howitzer  Batteries  directly  supported  their  organic  squadrons. 
General  support  for  Operation  SHORTSTOP  was  provided  by  divisional  units: 
B/l-5th  Arty,  C/l-7th  Arty,  E|/l-5th  Arty,  and  B/l-21st  Art'’-.  Corps  Support 
during  the  operation  came  from  C/2-13th  Arty,  A/6-27th  Art",  A/3-1 97th  Arty, 


and  F/l6th  Arty.

(1)  General:  During  this  reporting  period  elements  of  the  919th 
Engineer  Company  (Armored)  participated  in  Operations  UOUTANA  RAID3?.,  TOAN 
TEANG,  a&J  KENTUCKY  COUGAR,  while  providing  direct  combat  engineer  eupport- 

to  elemente  of  the  11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment.  One  operator  and  one  30  fcf 
.generator  were  dispatched  to  the  SONG  BE  Bridge  for  light  eecurit  ’  in  support 
of  the  1st  Infantry  Division, 

(2)  Operations: 

(a)  1st  Platoon:  The  let  Platoon  provided  direct  support  to 
the  1st  Sruadron.  On  1  Iky,  the  platoon  laagered  at  LZ  RITA  with  the  2nd 
Squadron,  the  next  day  the  platoon  conducted  a  tactical  mine  sweep  between 
FSB  JAKE  and  the  AN  LOC  Rubber  Plantation.  The  ensuing  sweep  revealed  three 
anti-tank  mines  weighing  approximately  30  pounde.  The  Engineers  then  ro?d 
marched  to  QUAN  IOI,  arriving  at  1800  hours  on  3  !feyf  and  began  *  maintenance 
sttnd  down  which  lasted  until  '*  May. 

On  8  May,  the  1st  Platoon  left  QUAN  IOI  with  an  AVL8  end  a  bulldozer, 
and  preceded  the  1st  Squadron  to  their  proposed  laager  position  at  XT642707.

dug  a  sump,  and  cleared  fields  of  fire.  Also  during  the  d?v,  the”  conducted 
a  mine  sweep  from  FSB  GREENE  to  FSB  JOE,  returned  to  FSB  GREENE,  and 
escorted  and  inserted  an  A  VLB  at  X7694757  for  resupply  convoke. 
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On  10  ifay,  the  platoon  swept  the  road  from  FSB  GREENE  to  FSB  J Ob f  then 
north  to  .'Of  LOC.  Here  thev  picked  up  a  tactical  vehicle  convov  end  escorted 
them  to  FSB  GREEK?.  QFCON  to  A  Troop,  they  left  FSB  GREENE,  moved  to  - 
new  night  defensive  position  sout'1  of  FS2  JOE,  rnd  immediately  be  van 
construction  of  vrhat  was  to  become  FSE  S.Y The  12th  and  I3t‘  o'  lay  were 
spent  mine  svreeping  and  inserting  AVLB’s  in  order  to  resuppl r  the  1st 
Squadron. 


On  14  i&y,  the  Engineers,  OPCON  to  C  Troop,  left  FSB  S.Y  •  and  proceeded 
south  through  the  .IHchelin  Rubber  Plantation.  Thev  inserted  an  '.VLB  ot 
XT6 54495  and  crossed  t-e  1st  Squadron.  The  Ehgineers  ?nd  the  1st  Sov.mdron 
proceeded  south  to  BIEN  HOAi  via  BEN  CAT,  PHUOC  COtF’C,  and  DI  :JT.  Tie 
platoon  went  on  to  Camp  Hlackhorse,  where  they  remained  until  19  June.  During 
this  period  the  Engineers  swept  the  road  from  Blc.ckhorse  to  /U  LOC. 

Also  during  this  period  the  pic toon  pulled  general  maintenance  on  the  B1  'ck- 
horse  perimeter  and  constructed  p.  new  north  -nd  south  gate;  and,  participated 
in  night  ambush  patrole  in  the  vicinity  of  BLACKK0R3E.

Kers  the  Engineers  conducted  daily  mine  sweepe  to  BSF  CiT  Bridge,  On.  1 3  July, 
the  platoon  made  contact  with  the  mw  ’hile  they  were  ret  ming  to  FSB 
FRIEDA.

(5)  MHJCiiP  activities  have  declined  during  this  reporting  period 
as  CcJi  be  seen  by  a  comparison  botween  the  total  number  of  Vietnamese  patients 
treated  last  quarter  and  this  quarter  (l  Feb  -  30  Apr,  5593;  1  May  -  31  July, 
2666). 


(a)  MEDCAP's  initiated  by  the  37th  Medical  Company  during  the 
latter  of  the  first  quarter  have  met  with  great  success  during  the  past  three 
months.  A  team  of  workers  has  visited  the  aUAN  IDC  ft*ovincial  Hospital  daily 
giving  formal  instruction  in  proper  standards  of  patient  care  to  Vietnamese 
medical  personnel.  Numerous  MEDCAP's  and  DENTCAP's  were  iso  conducted  in 
and  aro.nd  the  village  of  TOI  GIAO. 

(b)  There  was  a  significant  decline  in  the  number  of  MEDCAP's 
carried  out  by  the  squadrons.  This  is  attributed  to  the  many  changes  in 
the  tactical  situation  of  the  11th  A®.  Medical  personnel  in  the  areas 
where  previous  MEDCAP's  were  held  have  been  redeployed,  to  new  areas  deemed 
necessary  by  the  tactical  situation, 

(6)  The  Regimental  Surgeon's  Office  isstill  receiving  daily  tel— 
ephonio  patient  status  reports  on  admissions,  transfers,  and  final  dispositions 
from  hospitals  treating  11th  ACR  personnel.  However,  the  notification  of 
mnTl  clerks  at  Blackhorse  Base  Camp  hae  been  discontinued  because  of  a  bad 
communications  problem  incurred  eince  our  recent  move  to  BIEN  HQA,  Pres¬ 
ently,  the  surgeon's  office  is  notifying  the  S-l  section  of  each  squadron  on 
patient  status.
